WHEREAS,  The  President  of  the  United  States,  in  Homeland  Security  Directive  5, 
jirected  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  to  develop  and  administer  a 
National  Incident  r»^/lanagement  System  (NIMS),  which  would  provide  a  consistent  nationwide 
approach  for  Federal,  State,  local  and  tribal  governments  to  work  together  more  effectively 
and  efficiently  to  prevent,  prepare  for,  respond  to  and  recover  from  a  domestic  incident 
regardless  of  cause,  size  or  complexity;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  local  and  state  government  pioneered  the  development  of 
standardized  emergency  management  systems  to  respond  to  a  variety  of  catastrophic 
disasters,  including  fires,  earthquakes,  floods  and  landslides;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  recognizes  that  disasters  do  not 
recognize  city,  county,  or  geographic  boundaries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  recognizes  that  it  is  essential  for 
responding  to  disasters  and  securing  the  homeland  that  federal,  state,  local  and  tribal 
organizations  utilize  standardized  terminology,  standardized  organizational  structures, 
interoperable  communications,  consolidated  action  plans,  unified  command  structures, 
uniform  personnel  qualification  standards,  uniform  standards  for  planning,  training  and 
exercising,  comprehensive  resource  management  and  designated  incident  facilities  during 
emergencies  or  disasters  in  order  to  enhance  interoperability  among  disciplines  and 
jurisdictions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  seeks  to  maintain  and  enhance 
both  a  disaster-resistant  community  and  region  by  reducing  the  potential  loss  of  life,  property 
damage,  and  environmental  degradation  from  natural  or  manmade  disasters,  while 
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1  !  accelerating  economic  recovery  from  those  disasters  through  interoperability  of  local,  slate, 

2  jl  and  Federal  resources;  and, 

3  !  WHEREAS,  The  National  Commission  on  Terrorist  Attacks  (91 1  Commission) 

4  I  recommended  adoption  of  a  standardized  incident  management  system  nationwide;  now

6  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby  adopts  the  National 

7  Incident  Management  System  (NIMS)  as  enhanced  by  the  Standardized  Emergency

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "City")  has  adopted  Ordinance  No.  217-05  (File  No.  050865)  on  August  9,  2005 
(the  "Ordinance")  which,  among  other  matters,  imposes  a  Community  Improvements  Impact 
Fee  (the  "Fee")  on  owners  of  land  in  the  Rincon  Hill  Downtown  Residential  District,  related  to 
residential  development;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  allows  property  owners,  under  certain  circumstances,  to 
enter  a  waiver  agreement  with  the  Oily,  by  which  the  owner  agrees  to  participate  in  a 
community  facilities  district  (a  "CFD")  under  the  Meilo-Roos  Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982, 
as  amended  (the  "Act")  in  return  for  the  waiver  of  the  Fee  otherwise  imposed  under  the 
Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  ABAG  Finance  Authority  for  Nonprofit  Corporations,  a  joint  exercise  of 
powers  agency  established  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the  "Authority")  has  been 
requested  to  consider  the  establishment  of  the  CFD  and  the  issuance  of  bonds  (the  "Bonds") 
by  the  CFD  to  finance  public  improvements  (the  "Improvements")  that  would  othei-wise  be

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Federal  Trade  Commission  determined,  following  an 
investigation  conducted  in  2001-2003.  that  BTMG  was  using  its  monopoly  position  to  conspire 
with  many  of  its  is  affiliated  physicians  to  fix  prices  charged  to  the  non-Kaiser  health  plans  for 
physician  sepv/ices;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Federal  Trade  Commission  sued  BTMG  in  2003  for 
unlawfully  fixing  and  increasing  prices  charged  to  the  non-Kaiser  health  plans  for  physician 
services,  including  for  PRO  physician  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  BTMG  entered  a  consent  decree  in  2004,  under  which  it  was  forbidden 
from  negotiating  or  fixing  PPO  pricing  on  behalf  of  or  for  any  physicians,  but  is  again 
attempting  to  further  increase  its  monopoly  position;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Previously  BTMG  has  allowed  non-exclusive  affiliations  for  its  member 
physicians,  as  this  was  necessary  to  maintain  a  competitive  market  for  physician  services;

WHEREAS,  The  Ethiopia  Consolidation  Act  (H.R.  4423),  directs  the  President  of  the 
United  States  through  the  United  States  Agency  for  International  Development  (USAID),  to 
revise  the  USAID  country  plan  for  Ethiopia  to  ensure  economic  stability,  and  growth  with 
confidence  in  a  legitimate  government  in  Ethiopia  that  protects  the  human  rights  of  its  people; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Ethiopia  Consolidation  Act  (H.R.  4423),  sponsored  by  Representative 
Christopher  H.  Smith  [NJ-4]  encourages  and  facilitates  the  consolidation  of  security,  human 
rights,  democracy,  and  economic  freedom  in  Ethiopia;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  improvements  in  its  human  rights  record,  the  Government  of  the 
Federal  Democratic  Republic  of  Ethiopia  continues  to  violate  the  internationally-established 
rights  of  its  citizens;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  violations  include  the  June  2005  shooting  by  government  security 
forces  of  more  than  40,000  election  demonstrators,  arbitrary  or  politically-motivated  arrests,

("Peak  Oil")  and  will  enter  a  prolonged  period  of  irreversible  decline  leading  to  ever-increasing

WHEREAS,  The  decline  in  global  oil  production  threatens  to  increase  resource

[Urging  Planning  Commission  to  Update  Transportation  Analyses  under  CEQA.] 

Resolution  urging  the  Planning  Commission  to  set  policy  directing  the  Environmental 
Review  Officer  to  modify  local  environmental  review  criteria  to  assess  transportation 
impacts  more  accurately  in  conformance  with  updated  analytical  methods. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  a  Transit  First  City  as  stated  in  Charter  section  16.102; 
"travel  by  public  transit,  by  bicycle  and  on  foot  must  be  an  attractive  alternative  to  travel  by 
private  automobile";  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  historic  pattern  of  dense  development  and  the  limitations 
of  its  street  network  mean  that  there  will  always  be  competition  between  transportation  modes 
for  limited  road  space;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  requires  that  potential 
significant  adverse  environmental  impacts  be  analyzed  and  mitigated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  21000  (e)  of  CEQA  states:  "Every  citizen  has  a  responsibility  to 
contribute  to  the  preservation  and  enhancement  of  the  environment.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  CEQA  grants  broad  authority  to  municipalities  to  implement  its  provisions; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  implements  CEQA  through  Section 
31  of  the  Administrative  Code,  which  delegates  administration  of  CEQA  to  the  Planning 
Department's  Office  of  Environmental  Review  (OER)  and  Environmental  Review  Officer 
(ERO),  and  vests  with  the  Planning  Commission  final  authority  on  setting  guidelines  and 
policies  with  which  the  Office  of  Environmental  Review  implements  CEQA  locally;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  is  required  when  the  ERO 
determines  that  a  project  may  cause  significant  adverse  environmental  impacts  as  defined  by 
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California  statute  and  guidelines,  San  Francisco's  Administrative  Code  and  local  guidelines; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  OER  has  historically,  through  guidelines,  used  a  metric  to  analyze 
traffic  impacts  called  the  Level  of  Service  (LOS),  which  runs  from  level  'A,'  or  free  flow  of 
traffic,  to  level  'F',  or  total  congestion,  to  determine  whether  a  street  project  causes  any 
significant  impacts,  including  an  environmental  impact  of  increasing  air  pollution  due  to  low 
speed  auto  travel  and  thus  thggers  an  EIR;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Current  OER  guidelines  could  require  preparation  of  an  EIR  if  a  bicycle 
lane  or  other  transit  project  might  degrade  the  LOS  at  an  intersection  to  levels  'E'  or  'F;'  and, 

WHEREAS,  LOS  E'  and  'F'  are  designated  as  adverse  Impacts  to  the  environment 
because,  in  decades  past,  slow  moving  traffic  theoretically  led  to  hot  spots'  where  pollutants 
accrue  to  levels  that  can  cause  harm  to  the  environment  and  people;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  effects  of  hot  spots.  If  any,  can  be  evaluated  and  mitigated 
independently  of  LOS;  and. 

WHEREAS,  Automotive  emission  control  technology  has  advanced  over  the 
intervening  decades  such  that  slower  traffic  is  unlikely  to  cause  any  'hot  spots,'  thus  obviating 
CEQA's  concern  over  LOS  as  a  measure  of  environmental  impact;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District  has  not  registered  an 
automotive  generated  hot  spot  in  the  9  county  Bay  Area  over  the  past  decade;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Invariably,  mitigating  LOS  through  increasing  roadway  capacity  degrades 
environmental  quality  by  increasing  vehicle  trips  and  vehicle  volume  and  consequently 
increasing  air  pollution  and  greenhouse  gas  pollution,  and  increasing  danger  for  bicyclists  and 
pedestnans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  LOS  measures  auto  delay  at  intersections,  not  mid  block  and  ignores  all 
transit,  pedesthan  and  bicycle  delay  and  safety;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  LOS  analysis  does  not  account  for  moda!  shift,  where  reduced  nnotor 
vehicle  capacity  encourages  auto  trips  to  shift  to  other  travel  times,  routes  or  travel  modes; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  LOS,  as  constructed,  favors  the  incumbency  of  the  automobile,  the  most 
inefficient  mode  of  transportation,  at  the  expense  of  bicycles,  pedestrians,  and  public  transit; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Auto  LOS  as  a  metric  does  not  recognize  that  projects  such  as  transit 
lanes,  bicycle  lanes,  traffic  calming,  and  sidewalk  widening  may  reduce  auto  LOS  but 
increase  capacity  for  non-automobile  modes,  which  can  increase  the  total  number  of  persons 
moving  through  a  given  corridor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  LOS  does  not  take  into  account  relationships  and  conflicts  among  modes, 
such  as  the  interplay  between  higher  traffic  speeds,  higher  flows,  broader  roadways,  lateral 
separation  and  the  negative,  harmful  consequences  of  those  factors  to  pedestrian  safety;  and, 
WHEREAS,  LOS  does  not  take  into  account  the  qualitative  impacts  on  all  users,  including 
safety  both  real  and  perceived  as  well  as  trip  quality;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  automobile  LOS 
analysis  alone  is  not  an  appropriate  metric  for  assessing  environmental  impacts  and  for 
analyzing  projects  that  may  improve  overall  environmental  quality  in  conformance  with 
Section  16.102  of  the  Charter;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the 
Planning  Commission  and  the  Office  of  Environmental  Review  to  consider  and  implement 
significance  criteria  under  CEQA  that  will  more  accurately  analyze  and  predict  traffic-  and 
transportation-related  environmental  impacts  ;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  this  Board  urges  the  Planning  Commission  to  consider 
significance  criteria  other  than  the  measurement  of  LOS,  particularly  where  creation  of,  or

Resolution  urging  U.S.  to  immediately  take  effective  action  to  stop  the  genocide  in 
Darfur. 

WHEREAS,  Since  February  2003,  in  the  Darfur  region  of  western  Sudan,  a 
government-backed  militia  known  as  janjaweed  has  engaged  in  a  systematic  campaign  of 
expulsion,  mass  murder,  and  rape  of  the  non-Arab  African  inhabitants  of  the  region. 
Government  aerial  bombardments  have  frequently  preceded  or  followed  janjaweed  attacks,  in 
violation  of  numerous  U.N.  resolutions  and  ceasefire  agreements,  the  attacks  on  civilians 
continue;  and, 

WHEREAS,  More  than  two  million  people  now  live  in  crowded  cannps  in  Darfur  and 
Chad  where  disease  and  mortality  rates  are  climbing.  Those  who  venture  from  the  camps  are 
attacked  or  raped;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Only  about  half  of  those  who  were  forced  from  their  homes  are  receiving 
aid;  others  are  in  camps  that  are  not  yet  served,  or  are,  literally,  wandering  the  desert.

Resolution  declaring  April  25,  2006  As  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  San 
Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  their  3,000  year  historic  homeland  in 
eastern  Asia  Minor  and  throughout  the  Ottoman  Empire,  were  subjected  to  severe 
persecution  and  brutal  injustice  by  the  rulers  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  before  and  after  the  turn 
of  the  twentieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation  of  land  and  property, 
and  acts  of  wanton  destruction  during  the  period  from  1894  to  1896,  and  again  in  1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  horrible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  their  oppressors 
culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  First  Genocide  of  the  Twentieth 
Century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  Genocide  began  with  the  arrest,  exile,  and  murder  of 
hundreds  of  Armenian  intellectuals,  and  political,  religious,  and  business  leaders,  starting  on 
April  24,  1915;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  regime  then  in  control  of  the  empire  planned  and  executed  the 
unspeakable  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923, 
which  included  the  torture,  starvation,  and  murder  of  1,500,000  Armenians,  death  marches 
into  the  Syrian  desert,  the  forced  exile  of  more  than  500,000  innocent  people,  and  the  loss  of 
the  traditional  Armenian  homelands;  and 

WHEREAS,  Some  Turks  and  others  jeopardized  their  safety  in  order  to  protect 
Armenians  from  the  crimes  being  perpetrated  by  the  regime,  but  the  genocide  of  the 
Armenian  people  constituted  one  of  the  most  egregious  violations  of  human  rights  in  the 
history  of  the  world;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Ambassador  to  the  Ottoman  Empire,  Henry 
Morgenthau,  Sr.,  stated  "When  the  Turkish  authorities  gave  the  order  for  these  deportations, 
they  were  merely  giving  the  death  warrant  to  a  whole  race.  The  killing  of  the  Armenian  people 
was  accompanied  by  the  systematic  destruction  of  churches,  schools,  libraries,  treasures  of 
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art,  and  cultural  monuments  in  an  attempt  to  eliminate  all  traces  of  a  noble  civilization  with  a 
history  of  more  than  3,000  years;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Winston  Churchill  wrote:  "As  for  Turkish  atrocities:  ...  massacring 
uncounted  thousands  of  helpless  Armenians,  men  women,  and  children  together,  whole 
districts  blotted  out  in  one  administrative  holocaust;  these  were  beyond  human  redress;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Adolf  Hitler,  in  persuading  his  army  commanders  on  the  eve  of  World  War 
II  that  the  merciless  persecution  and  killing  of  Poles,  Jews,  and  other  peoples  would  bring  no 
retribution,  declared,  "Who,  after  all,  speaks  today  of  the  annihilation  of  the  Armenians;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Unlike  other  peoples  and  governments  that  have  admitted  and 
denounced  the  abuses  and  crimes  of  predecessor  regimes,  and  despite  the  overwhelming 
weight  of  evidence,  the  Republic  of  Turkey  has  inexplicably  and  adamantly  denied  the 
occurrence  of  the  crimes  against  humanity,  and  those  denials  compound  the  grief  of  the  few 
remaining  survivors  of  the  atrocities,  desecrate  the  memory  of  the  victims,  and  cause 
continuing  trauma  and  pain  to  the  descendants  of  the  victims;  and 

WHEREAS.  The  passage  of  nine  decades  and  the  fact  that  few  survivors  remain  who 
serve  as  reminders  of  indescribable  brutality  and  torment,  compel  a  sense  of  urgency  in 
efforts  to  solidify  recognition  and  reaffirmation  of  histoncal  truth;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  honoring  the  survivors  and  consistently  remembering  and  condemning 
the  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  as  well  as  the  persecution  of  the 
Assyrian  and  Greek  populations  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  we  guard  against  repetition  of  the 
crime  of  genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  has  become  home  to  the  largest  population  of  Armenians  in  the 
United  States,  and  those  citizens  have  enriched  our  state  through  leadership  in  the  fields  of 
academia,  medicine,  business,  agriculture,  government,  and  the  arts  and  are  proud  and 
patriotic  practitioners  of  American  citizenship;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  proud  to  join  the  Annenian-American  community  in  its 
commemoration  of  the  90th  anniversary  of  the  Anmenian  Genocide  in  an  effort  to  educate

[Supporting  AB  2865,  the  Healthy  Day  Cares  bill.] 

Resolution  supporting  Assembly  Bill  2865  (Torrico),  the  Healthy  Day  Cares  bill. 

WHEREAS,  Sixty-five  percent  of  California's  children  aged  0-5  receive  non-parental 
child  care  and  83%  of  children  of  working  parents  regularly  spend  time  in  non-parental  care, 
averaging  35  hours  per  week;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  recent  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  study  on  pesticide 
exposure  in  day  care  settings  found  that  levels  of  pesticides  were  significantly  higher  than  in 
private  homes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Children's  exposure  to  pesticides  during  critical  stages  of  development 
may  have  permanent,  irreversible  effects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  California  study  found  that  children  exposed  to  any  pesticide  before  the 
age  of  five  were  more  than  twice  as  likely  to  suffer  from  persistent  asthma  before  the  age  of 
five;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Assemblyman  Alberto  Torrico  authored  AB  2865,  the  Healthy  Day  Cares 
bill,  that  would  amend  the  term  "schoolsite"  in  the  Healthy  Schools  Act  of  2000  to  include 
licensed  day  cares,  requiring  such  facilities  to  notify  parents  about  pesticide  applications,  to 
post  notices  in  areas  treated  with  pesticides  and  provide  day  care  providers  with  information 
and  trainings  on  the  least  toxic  techniques  to  create  a  safer  environment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  2865  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
0^0'^ .  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully

6,  2006,  H.R.  5161,  or  the  "Commission  on  Mexican-American  Removal  during  1929-1941

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  would  mark  the  first  official  study  of  a  dark  period  in  U.S. 
history  that  saw  as  many  as  2  million  U.S.  residents  of  Mexican  heritage,  some  of  them  U.S. 
citizens,  forcibly  removed  to  Mexico  or  harassed  into  emigrating  to  Mexico;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  period  of  Mexican  removal  is  mentioned  very  little  if  at  all  in  the  ten 
most  commonly  used  U.S.  history  textbooks  for  middle  and  high  school  students;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  stated  purpose  of  the  removal  of  Mexican-Americans  during  the 
Great  Depression  was,  according  to  the  authorities  at  the  time,  to  keep  scarce  jobs  for  "real

WHEREAS,  The  California  Reading  and  Literacy  Improvement  and  Public  Construction 
and  Renovation  Bond  Act  of  2006,  known  as  Proposition  81,  is  on  the  June  6,  2006  ballot;

WHEREAS,  More  tlian  1  million  new  cases  of  skin  cancer  will  be  diagnosed  this  year  and 
nearly  1 1 ,000  people  will  die  from  skin  cancer,  yet  skin  cancer  averages  a  cure  rate  of  95%

WHEREAS,  Actinic  keratoses  are  a  common  skin  condition  that,  if  left  untreated,  can 
progress  to  a  type  of  invasive  skin  cancer  called  squamous  cell  carcinoma,  the  second

WHEREAS,  Actinic  keratoses  affect  more  than  ten  million  Americans  including  not  only 
fair-skinned  people  living  in  sunny  climates,  but  those  with  poor  immune  systems,  such  as 
people  who  have  received  organ  transplants  or  those  with  HIV,  and  often  non-fair-skinned 
people  as  well;  and,

keratoses  in  order  to  provide  effective,  early  treatment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  month  of  May  is  designated  as  Melanoma/Skin  Cancer  Detection  and 
Prevention  Month  by  the  American  Academy  of  Dermatology;  and,

cancer  detection  and  prevention,  will  attempt  to  break  A  Guinness  World  Record  for  the  most
